.GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


By W. D. Jaday 


That each grower, as far as possible, put in a series of diversified food crops. 
Peas and beans tre foods high in protein and make good substitutes for the high priced meats. 


Both crops can be grown well here. The peas can be planted any time after May 1 as they are not 
affected by the light'frosts. Beans are more tender and should not be planted until May 20-25. 


Carrots are a splendid vegetabh and no family should raise less than enough to keep them over 


the winter. They are hardy, can bo so\vn most any time after May 1 and yield big returns. 


We can grow no surer crop than rutabagas. They can be sown any time up to' last of June. It

ABOUT POULTRY 


(By G..E. Conkey) 


This is the lime of year vhen the 


coir.K-.on complaint among poultry 
raisers is that a large percentage of 
chicks die in the ihell or that they 
hatch. sowVaklhey are notworth an 
attempt to raise them. Fond hopes 
for a prosperous year with poultry 
can be blighted in just a few weeks 
time thru the cgss hptchins? poorly 
or thru chicks dying shortly after 
they are brought out. 
Naturally the blame for these'fail 


ures is laid on the method of incub- 


tion whether a hen or. incubator 
has been used and naturally .also, 
he incubator being man-made gen- 
rally draws the greatest censure. 
Before blaming either the hen or 
he incubator, however, look well 
o the quality of the eggs that you 
use for hatching and to the possi- 
jility of these hatching out strong, 
ivable chicks, for not even the' best 
of incubation can give you good 
latches or good chick? from, poor 


Classifying them in their order 


of importance 
we can 
attribute 


ioor hatches to 


1, Infertile eggs. 
2, Weak germs. 
3, Chilled eggs, 
4, Stale eggs. 
5, Improper incubation. 
Among the many causes of infer- 


lilitiy in eggs, the most common 
are: an insufficient number of male 
airds in large flocks; the use of a 
male that is a poor breeder; im 
properly handling birds in 
smal 


pens or having stock in an over 
fat condition. 
Infertility of eggs 


may also be due to a lack.of exer. 
cise. or badly balanced ration. 


With the smaller, more 
active 
breeds, you can mate one male to 
anywhere from ten to twenty fe 
males and this proportion 
hold 


good in a large flock. For the heav 
ier breeds, about half this cumbe 
of females would be right. 


If you want to be sure to ge 


fertile eggs see that the hens are in 
good laying condition., have them 
exercise freely and 
furnish them 


with plenty of greens, 
Weak germs are the cause of a 


much genuine trouble as infertilit> 
because the harm in the case o 
weak germs may | reach even be 
yond incubation. A weak germ 
one th.il does not possess the 
lif 


and strength to devejop as nature 
intended and you will find thes 
Verms dying at all stages of incu 
bation. 
Sometimes wsok 
perm 
produce a chick of an undesirabl 
kind but v.here this occurs th 
stock usually falls an early victirr 
to some chick ailment. Many poul 
trvmen have adopted a policy 
o 


killing chicks that are not strong a 
hatching or that show any 
weak 


ness the first few days. Their c}aim 
is that you only waste time an 
room in attempting to raise them 


Among the chief causes of wea 
germs are improper mating 
an 
poor handling of the breeding stoc 
The strength of the germ bears 
close relationship to fertility of th 
egg especially as influenced by th 
condition of "the birds used 
fo 
reeding. Therefore, if you wan 
gss that will hitch right, do even 
ling you can to have your stoc 
n good "shape for breeding. 
Weak germs, are also sometime 
aused by clr.se inbreeding and 
i 


iis case 
the harm 
will be f; 
greater if there is any weakness i 
le stock used. Weak germs are t 
>e expected frnni pullets that ha\ 
ot reached full maturity; hens that 
lave laid continuously throughout 
he winter or have been forced for 
eavy laying by the use of rich and 
timulating food cannot 
produce 
he strong germs that are necessary

Breeding. An excellent plan is to 
use hens in their 
second 
laying 
ear and evca then not to encour- 
ge egg production during the ear- 
y winter months so that the epgs 
when needed for hatching in 
the 
early spring will-be strong enough 
or the purpose. This method, which 
greatly benefits the hatching qual- 
ty of the eggs-laid, is about the on- 
y one that will build up a flock of 
leavy layers without a gradual loss 
of vitality. 
Weak germs are also to be 
ex- 


pected from birds 
that are 
kepi 
;ept in small pens without exer- 
cise or in unsanitary and poorly 
ventilated houses. 
Birds that are 
not fed in an 
intelligent 
way or 
jirds that are weakened by disease 
cannot 
make good breeders and 
will r.ol produce strong germs in 
:heir egss. 
In cold wealher egss should be 
gathered often otherwise they will 
'iccome chilled to such an 
extent 


that thej;erm is weakened and in 
some cases entirely killed. Chillinf 
also occurs when eggs are stored 
in a cold place. To prevent hatch!nf 
eggs being chilled, keep them in a 
place where the temperature rang 
es from 50 to GO degrees., 
While it is not possible to sa> 


definitely just how long an 
egg 
may be kept and still have it hatch 
a good chick, ordinarily two weeks 
should be the limit for holding eggi 
Sometimes eggs that are three or 
four weeks old -will hatch 
fairl:
